* Citizenship and Identity Verification (these documents work for both) 

 U.S. Passport issued without limitation (expired ones are acceptable) 

 Certificate of Naturalization (N-550 or N-570) 
 Certificate of U.S. Citizenship (N-560 or N-561) 

 Indian Tribal Document. 

Citizenship Verification  
 

If the following forms of documentation cannot be obtained and the individual can provide a reasonable explanation as to why documentation is not available, the 
agency shall accept a signed statement from someone who is a U.S. citizen which declares, under penalty of perjury, that the person in question is a U.S. citizen 

 Any item listed under Citizenship and Identity Verification. *  

 U.S. Birth Certificate 

 Religious records 

 Voter registration cards 

 Receipt of medical assistance if verification of citizenship was obtained for that household member (Cannot use if the KEES value is any of 
the following; Exempt From Verification, Federal Data HUB, Medicaid Application signed by a parent or guardian, Reasonable Opportunity-
Medical, or Unable to Obtain Documentation) 
 

Identity Verification  

 Any item listed under Citizenship and Identity Verification. * 

 Driver's license or an ID card issued by a state or possession of the United States. 

 Permanent Resident Card or an Alien Registration Receipt Card (Form I-551). 

 Foreign passport. 

 U.S. Military ID card or U.S. Military dependent's ID card. 

 School or work identification.   

 Medical insurance identification. 

 Voter’s registration card. 

 Birth Certificate.  

 Wage Stubs. 

 Library Card. 

 Other Documentation with client’s name which reasonably verifies identity.
